A fundam ental base of civilization 
Is the Inviolability of property; but this Is 
In nowise inconsistent with the right of 
society to regulate the exercise of tho 
artificial pow ers which It confers upon the 
ow ners or property under the nam e of cor­ 
porate franchises In such a way as^ to 
prevent the m isuse of these powers. Cor­ 
porations, and especially com binations of 
corporations, should be m anaged under 
public regulation. 
E xperience has shown 
th a t under our system of governm ent th*. 
necessary supervision cannot be obtained 
by sta te action 
It m ust therefore be 
achieved by national action. 
Our aim Is 
not to do aw ay with corporations. On th* 
contrary, these big aggregations are an 
inevitable developm ent of modern indus­ 
trialism , and the effort to destroy them 
would be futile unless accom plished In 
w ays th a t would work the utm ost m is­ 
chief to the entire body politic. 
We can 
do nothing of good In the way of reg u lat­ 
ing and supervising these corporations 
until we fix clearly In our m inds th a t we 
are not attack in g the corporations, but 
endeavoring to do aw ay with any evil In 
them 
We are not hostile to them 
We 
a re m erely determ ined th at they shall be 
so handled as to subserve the public good. 
W e draw the line against m isconduct, not 
ag ain st w ealth. The capitalist who. alone 
or In conjunction with his fellows, per­ 
form* som e g reat Industrial feat by which 
he w ins m oney is a welldoer, not a wrong 
doer, provided only he work* tn proper 
and legitim ate lines. 
W e wish to favor 
such a m an when he does well. 
\\ e wish 
to supervise and control his actions only 
to prevent him from doing ill. 
Publicity 
can do no harm to the honest corporation, 
and we need not he overtender about 
sparing the dishonest corporation. 
In curbing and regulating the cornbin** 
tions of capital which are or m ay become 
Injurious to the public we m ust he care­ 
ful not to stop the g reat enterprises which 
have legitim ately reduced the coat of pro­ 
duction. not to abandon the place which 
our country has won In the leadership of 
the International Industrial world, not to 
strik e down w ealth w ith the result of 
closing factories and mines, of turning 
the w agew orker Idle In the streets and 
leaving the farm er w ithout a m arket for 
w hat ne grows.

separated com m unities, and to prevent tho 
recurrence of financial stringencies which 
Injuriously affect legitim ate business, It 
Is necessary th at there should be an ele­ 
m ent of elasticity In our m onetary sys­ 
tem. 
Hanks are the n atu ral servants of 
Commerce, 
and

be 
placed, as far as practicable, the burden 
of furnishing and m aintaining a circula­ 
tion adequate to supply the needs of our 
diversified industries and of our dom estic 
and foreign commerce, and the issue of 
this should be so regulated th a t a suffi­ 
cient Bupiily should be alw ays available 
for the business interests of the country. 
It would lie both unw ise and unneces­ 
sary a t this time to attem pt to recon­ 
stru ct our financial system , which rum 
been the grow th of a century, but some 
additional legislation is, I think, desirable. 
The m ere outline of any plan sufficiently 
com prehensive to m eet these requirem ents 
would transgress the appropriate lim its 
af this com m unication. 
It is suggested, 
however, that all future legislation on the 
subjeet should be with tile view of en­ 
couraging the use of such instrum entali­ 
ties as will autom atically supply every 
legitim ate demand of productive Indus­ 
tries nnd of commerce, not only in th# 
am ount, but in the character of circula­ 
tion, and of m aking all klndB of money 
interchangeable antf at the will of the 
holder, convertible Into the established 
gold standard. 
I again call your attention to the need 
of passing a proper Im migration law. cov­ 
ering the points outlined In my m essage 
to you a t the first session of the present 
congress.

preserve such buildings as historic m onum ents 
which keep alive our sense of continuity w ith the 
n ation’s past,
